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ABSTRACT 

This survey of the current status of public school 
libraries in Maine was intended to provide statistical data as a 
basis for iaproving the school library nedia center program in these 
schools. Infornation was gathered that detailed how resources and 
delivery of services differed across grade level; across variation in 
Size of school; between schools with and without a certified school 
library isedia specialist; and across the state's three library 
districts. Responses were received from less than 30 schools in each 
of 4 reporting divisions, including secondary and junior high/middle 
schools without certified librarians, and secondary schools and 
junior high/middle schools with part-time certified librarians. This 
report contains baclcground information and the terminology used in 
the survey; highlights of the survey; a sumi^ry 13 key findings; 
and 11 appendices, including charts c^paring seven key 
characteristics (e.g., school size, student population, and 
staffing); a description of the study methcxJolc^; survey forms; 
survey results and details for each question; and the standard 
deviations and ranges for selected questions. Data tables make up the 
major part of this report. (MAB) 
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BACKGROUND 



The surve/s goal was to provide data on the status of imblsc school libraries in Maine. Information was 
sought that detailed how re^urces and delivery of serving differed: 
•across grade level 

• across variation in size school 

• between schmls with and without a certified school library media specialist 

• across the state's three libraiy districts 

The survey distrilwted in January 19W was actually six different questionnaires and a check-off form for 
on-site visits* A mass survey was mailed to all 7^ public sdiMls serving grades K-12 (excluding r^onal 
vocational centers). A more in*depth stuc^ was done of 160 schools, 20% ofMaine's public schools which were 
randomly selected after all schools were ^mtif^ fay sise, type^ Iflvaty distri^ and ac^ss to media 
specialist. Each of these randomly selected 8ch<M>ls hsA questii^aires for the principal, two randomly 
selected teachers, the students of these teachers if they were 4th graders or older, the school librarian, and 
the town's ptiblic librarian. One hundred and thirty- d^t schcMils w^ visited by 143 volunteers. (Nine of 
the 150 randomly selected schools re|^»rted having no school library and were not visited.) £Iad) volunteer 
had check-off forms to rewrd copyrii^t dates for math and ^ience books, to note school library ownership 
of specific book titles randomly selected from the Ameri^ Library Association's notable book lists for 1970- 
1988» and data on the diversity and availability of rewurces ^ut Maine. Return rates for the six different 
questionnaires and on-site die^*off forms ran|^ from a hi^ <rf'98% for tiie volunteer forms to a low of 85% 
for the principals' opinicm survey forms. 

Because of the massive amount of information from the six questionnaire and volunteer on-site check-off 
forms and l^cause of limitations of staff and volunteer timi , statistical analysis was limited to means. 
Ranges and standard deviations were reported for only a few numl^ of key questions* Researchers and 
interested individuals are invited to <k) a more thoroti|^ stati^cal analy^s of the many individual survey 
questions. 

There were less than thirty schools in each of four reporting divisions* These included secondary and junior 
high/middle ^hools without certified librarians and s^ndary schools and jr. highMiiddle schools with part- 
time certified librarians. Smaller numbers tend to distort average, and results may be subject to variability. 



TERMINOLOGY AS USED IN THIS REPORT 

Certified school Ubrofy media BpeeiaU9t (e^me), emiified iUfrx$ri€m9 media specialistf and school 
librarian are us^ interchan^eal^ in this report They all refer to a i^rson cerUfied by the Maine 
Depar^ent of Educati<m to serve as a school library media q^alist for grades K-12. 

Part-time certified Ubrmian refors to a certified sdiool librarian who provides at least one hour and fewer 
than thirty hours of senriw per week to a sdiCM)l. 

Schw)l library and media ^nter are used interchangeably. 

Combined schofd has both elementary and secondaiy students. 

Middle school, in general, as used l^ the Maine Department of EducaUon, is a sch(M)l serving 5th-8th grade 
students. 

The Maine Regional Library System has three districts: 

NortheastemMiUnelAbrmy District (NMLD) covers Aroost<^, Hancock, Knox, Penobscot, Piscataquis, 
Waldo and Washingtcm Counties. 

Central Maine Library Dietriet (CMLD) covere Androscoggin, Franklin, Lincoln, Kennebec, Oxford, 
Sagadahoc, and Somerset Counties, 

Southern Maine Ubrary District (SMLD) covers Cumberland and York Counties. 
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HIGHLIGinS 



•Although most Maine public ^ools reported that they have a libraiy media center, the extent of the 
resources varied greatfy iinom sdiool to sdiool. Ahn(»t all senior and juniw high/middle schools appeared 
to have some degree of an organized system. However, ten per^t o( Maine public schMls surveyed 
reported having >k> sdiool libraiy. Almost all of these schools lacking a library media center were 
elementary. 

•The mtuority of all sdiools surv^ed (51%), thou^ th^ reported having a library, had fewer than 35 staff 
hours per wcdt; 46% were op«i fewer than 30 hours; 43% did not report having a planned year-to-year 
library skills curriculum; and ^% were not headed by a full or part-time certified librarian. Almost one- 
third (32%) of Maine puMic school diildren were in sdiools without any services from a certified library 
media specialist In gnieral, thef« were e1«naitaiy students. Twenty-five parent of the elementary 
schools which reported having a library Imt ik> certified liixarian had no card catal^, and therefore, Uiere 
was no standard way to h>cat« resources. Chie-third of the elementary ^hool lilxraries shared a library staff 
person with one or more additional i^toIs. 

• One of the most difficult survey questions to answer and interpret was "Does the school have aphysical space 
designatai as a library media (xi^rf Are unorganiz^ bookshelves in an al^ve off the principal's office 
a 5ch(x>l libraiy? Wiithout r^iuired statewide dduiitiiM: s for sdiool librari^, some schools with unstaffed 
bookshelves in renovated closets respwded yes'. At the other mid of the scale and not necessarily in the 
largest urban areas or in the wealthiest communities, sdiool libraries incorporated a wide variety of media 
professitmally managed in a curriculum coordinated pn^ram of services which included access to 
information throu^ CD jROM, computerized catak^ and interactive video. 

• The average 8ch<K>l reirarted ^>ending $2^.06 per student for libraiy resources (excluding salaries) from the 
local budget for 1988-1989, butnearly half (44%) spent less than $10.00. Comparing elementary and junior 
high/middle schTOls without a certified I3»wian to those level sdiools with a certified librarian, the per 
pupil libraiy expenditure was about half (52% and 56% respectively). The average senior hi^ school spent 
almost twice per pupil as onniAred with the exi»nditure in the average elementary school, and the 
expenditures for the average junior h^i/middle school fell midway between these figures. 

• (Quality and currency of the collections varied. In schools surveyed, half (50%) of their circulating math and 
astronomy library b(M>ksiirare more than 20year8 old. Atb<^seniorhi^ sduwl and elementary levels with 
certified librarians, the number of books in the collections appearing on the notable and best books lists 
(American Library Association) were two to three times greater than in schools not served by certified 
librarians. 

• Size of school was often indi»tive of level of library services. Sdiools with fewer than 300 students tended 
to provide fewer senrices. Although small schools appeared to have similar per pupil library expenditures 
(excluding staff salaries) as compared to larger schools, half of those schools serving fewer than 150 
students had libraries ojwn under IS hours a week. Schools of this size averag»l eight hours a week of paid 
library staff. Hie provisitm of library services tend«l to be evid^t in larger schools r^ardless of 
geographical location. In general, libraries in northern Maine in sdiools with over 300 students had more 
in common with southern and ^tral litnnries in schools of comparable size than it did wiUi northern 
libraries in sdiools serving less than 3O0 students. 

• Schools with ^rtifi^ librarians when compared to sdiools without ^rtified librarians tended to provide 
more services to students and t^diers. At ^e elementary level, schools with certified librarians when 
compared to schools without certified librarians on average: 

•routinely affer^ about 3 times the number of library ^rviees 

• owned 50% more catalc^ed tities per pupil 

• were 60% more likely to manage an AV collection 

•were almrat twice as likely to o^Ter interlibrary loan services to teachers 
•cooperated with the local public lfl>rary at almost 4 times a greater rate 

• took advantage of regional and state Ubrary services 3 1/2 times more often 
•were 4 1/2 times more likely to have a computer station in the library 
•regularly used about 2 1/2 times more sources for book selection

Of the 639 Maine schmds returning the warm^ fimn^ 
66 schools (10%) reported no literaiy medk eenter. 
Nationally, 7% of ail public schools had no school 
library in 1985-86 as reported by the Cmiter for 
Education Statistics, U.S. Department ofEdueataon. 

Elementaiy schools were less likely to havealibrajy, 
when compared to junior and senior high sdiools. 

Thei% do not appear to be significant differences 
l^tween northeastern, central, and southern parts 
of the state. 

Smaller ^hools with fewer than 300 students in all 
three get^raphiral areas of the state were less likely 
to have a media center (17% to 20% reported no 



Hbrary) than larger schools in all three areas (in 
wfaid) 1% reports no 13>rary). 

The aise of collections avera^ 15 book, m^iazine, 
and AV software cataloged titles per students. El- 
ementary schools averaged 12 cataloged titles per 
student while junior high/middle schools averaged 
IS and hi£^ 6ch<K)ls avenged 18 per student. El- 
ementary schools without oer^ed librarians aver- 
aged 10 titl^ per rtudent, the smallest average of 
any rep or ting groiq).

In 131 randomly selected schools the square footage 
of the library ranged from eig^t square feet to 7,208 
squall fe^ wiU) an average of 1,458 square feet.

(32%, of all students in ^hools surveyed) 
were in sdiools without certified librarians. 

&3»261 elementary students (51% of all 
elementary students surveyed) were in 
schools without any certified librarians. 



Senior high sdiools had a sui^tantialb^ larger aver- 
age number of hours (34) per we^ ci fortified 
librarian time rompared to jimior hi^^i/middle sdioc^s 
(21 hours) and elementary sdi(N)ls (6 hours). 

Lailge schools serving more than 300 stodents in all 
three gec^rai^ic r^ons had an average of about 5 
times more certified librarian hmirs per sdiool than 
smaller $ch(H>ls in the state. Small sdiools averaged 
4 or 5 hours per week of certified l^tnary ^aff, and 
larger schools averaged 23 houre per week. 

The average school had 13 hours per week of certi- 
fied librarian, 21 hours of other paid staff, and 4 



hours of volunteer help. Fifty-one percent of school 
libraries had less than 35 hours per wrak of paid 
lilnwy staff; dxty-e^t percent of elementary schoo] 
libraries had 1^ than 35 staff hours per week. 

The ava^age hi^ school had greater number of 
support staff hours per w^ (34 hours) compared to 
junior high/middle sdiools (27 hours) and elemen- 
tary (17 hours). 

The person with the primary on*»te resiK)nsibility 
for the day-to-d^ operaUm of the Ubrary was a 
certified librarian in 26% c^the elementary schools, 
60% of the junior hii^middle schools and 91% of the 
senior high sdi<M>ls.

For the nuttority of survey questions, sdiools with 
certified tibrarians reported a higher service level 
than those without certifi^ librarians. At the el- ' 
ementary level, sdiools with certified librarians 
routinely provided almost three times the number of 
service than schools without earthed librarians 
did (14 vs. 5). 

At randomly selected elem^tary schools, librarira 
with certified librarians when compared to libraries 
without certified librarians: mi the average owned 
50% more cataloged titles per pu]»I (15 vs. 10); 
averaged ownii^ 3 times as many An^rican library 
Associati<m recommend boc& tit^ per athool (16 
vs. 5 fh>m a list of 50); were 4 1/2 times more likely 
to have a computer station in the library (45% vs. 
10%); 1.7 tames more likely to ^er interlSmiry toan 
services to teadiers (73% vs. 44%); averaged u^ng 
T^ularly 2.6 times more sour^ for bM>k selMtitms 
(7.6 vs. 2.9); reported 3.8 times higher rate of r^- 
larly done cooperative activities with the local public 
library (2.3 vs. .6 out of a possilxie 12 types of 
cooperative activities); over 50% ii»re likely to man- 
age an AV collection (95% vs. 61%). 

A greater percentage of schools with certified librar- 
ians offered sequential libraries skills (76% of the 
elementary, 74% of the junior hi^ middle, and 56% 
of Uie se^mdaiy sdiool Ubrarira) when rampart to 
schools without certified librarians (50% of the el- 
ementary, 35%, and 25% of the secondary school 
libraries). DifiSerences were even grrater when a^ed 
if the instruction was mnttnalv provided. 

Schools with certified librarians were more likely 
than schools without certified librarians to be open 



before and after school for student use (72% vs. 44% 
at the el^nentary levd, 95% vs. 65% at the junior 
hi^i^aiddle school level, and 98% vs. 84% at the 
s^mdary sdiotd level). 

Average n<m-salary lib^ry exj^dituras per pupil 
from lo»l town Imdgets for ^ools with certified 
lilnvrians were higher than those for schools with- 
out certified librarians. At the elementaiy level the 
avovge was $20.77 with and $11.67 without certi- 
il^ lihrarian; at the junior hii^i/middle sdiool level 
it was $22.82 with and $1L90 without; secondary 
schools averaged $27.26 with and $19.91 without 

Average weekfy drculatitm was sli^tly higher in 
elementary and junior h^i^iddle schools with 
Mftafied librarians than in sdiools without certified 
librarians (1.1 vs. 1.0 book per student checked out 
at the elementary level, .5 vs. .4 at the junior high/ 
middle schrol level and .3 vs. .5 at the secondary 
level). 

Paid we^ly staff hours were greater in school li- 
braries with certified librarians than in schools 
without certified librarians: 55 hours compared to 
16 hoars at the elementaiy level; 62 hours compared 
to 30 hours at the junior hi^i/middle school level; 71 
hours compared to 25 at the secondary level. 

Junior h^i/middle BchM>l and elementary school 
libraries with certifi^ librarians were mora likely to 
have had a writlen censorship diallenge within the 
last5^arsthan sdiools without earned librarians 
(16% vs. 8% at the elementary level and 27% vs. 0% 
at the junior hi^middle sdiool level, 10% vs. 6% at 
the secondary level).

The average school si^nt $20.06 for 
library books, periodicals, AV soft- 
ware, computer software, database fees 
and equipment from the k>cal budget, 
per ptq)il in 1988-1989. (Staff salaries 
not included). 

The U^. Department of Education's 
Center for Education Statistics reported 
that the avemge per pupil nMi-salary 
public Mhool lilnraTy expenditure in 
1985-1986 was $17.58. (The Center for 
Edvcati<m Statistics did not have a com- 
parable figure for 1988-1989). 




Forty-four percent of all Maine public sdiools re- 
ported spending less than $10.00 per pupil for non- 
salary library resour^; 25% si^t between $ 10 and 
$20; 15% spent between $20 and $30; 9% spent 
between $30 and $40, and 7% spent over $40.00 per 
pupil. 

The non-mandatory state recommended per ^ipil 
non-salary library exp«iditure is 1% of the current 
average per pupil operating cost for each student in 
the building. In 1988-89 this 1% statewide average 
was $34.63 per pupil. 

The average hi^ school library in '88-*89 s^ent 
almost twice as much per pupil as the average 
elementary school ($27.36 compared to $14.27). The 
average junior high/middle school library ^nt 
$20.74 per pupil. 

Smaller schools with fewer than 300 studrats aver- 
aged $17.84 to $18.19 per pupil libraiy expendi- 
tures, while larger schools averaged $20.73 per 
pupil. Small schools with fewer than 160 students 
averaged $11.38 per pupil for books, while larger 
schools averaged $8.70 to $10.65 i»r pupil. 

Southern Mnine schools spent at a hi^er average 
per pupil ra ($22.33 to $^.93) than central Maine 
schools ($18.12 to $22.15) and northeastern Maine 
schools ($16.20 to $16.80). 



SchM>ls with certified librarians averaged q>ending 
more for non-salary library resources per pupil than 
schools without eertifi«i librarians Elemoitary 
schools averaged $20.77 with and ^.1.67 without 
certified l^rrerians. Junior h^ 8d>0D7i and middle 
schools averaged $22.82 with and fil.M without 
certified librarian. Secondary schools averaged 
$27^ with and $19.91 without certified librarian 

The average public schcwl library added to their 
cdkction in 'SB-'dQ 1.1 cataloged items per pupil. 
While Bodor hi^ adiool libraries spent more than 
elen^tary s^otds in '88-'89 they did not acquire 
more titles (catalt^i^ book, audiwisual, computer, 
and magazine titles) per pupil. Elementaiy schools 
acquired 1.1 cataloged titles per iHxpil. Junior hi^ 
middle schools acquired 1.3 titles per pupil and 
senior high schools acquired 1.1 titles per student. 

Small sdiools with less than 300 students in all 
areas of the state r^)ort^ acquiring cn a^rage 
more catali^ed titles per pupil (1.3 to 1.7) than 
larger schools across the state which acquired .9 to 
1. 1 ratal(%^ titles per pupil. 

In addition to local funding, the average public 
school libraiy in Maine in 1988-89 reeeived$1.35 per 
pv. pil from gifts. PuUic and private sdiools in Maine 
in 1988-89 received an average of $1.79 per pupil 
from Chapter II federal funds for library materials 
and equipm&iL

Thirty-nine i^rcent of all teadiers mirveyedin nfaools 
with libraries strongly agreed (and 46% i^reed) that 
there were library materials available to sapiM»t 
their classroom currkula* the larger the schooU the 
greater the rate of agreement waa Teadiers in 
schools with more than 300 students were almost 
twice as likely to agrw tiian teadiov in mialSer 
schools* Teachen in schools with certified ISnrar^ 
ians were 2 to 3 times nme likely to strtm^y agree 
th an teachers in schools without ^rtlfied Iflnarians. 

Se^^ty-five percent of the surv^ed tubers agr^ 
or strongly agreed that the library staff immded 
adequate and appropriate library instruction; 
teachers in the larger schools had the greatest rate 
of agreement Teachers in elementary and SMOiui* 
ary schools without certifi^ librarians (39% axni 
58% agreement respectively) and teadiers in junior 
high school s with part-time certified librarians (40% 
agreement) were least likely to agree. 

The majority of surveyed teachers agreed or stnmgly 
agreed that their sdiool libraries' brok and maga- 
zine collections were appropriate and met the needs 



and interests of students. 94% to 96% teachers in 
schools with certified librarians agreed, while 64% 
to 76%<rf'teachers in sdi(^s without certified librar- 
ians agrrod Teachers in schools with 300 or more 
students were more likely to agree than teachers 
woridnginrauUer schools* (90% to 93% agreement 
eoo]»vmi to 63% to 74% i^;reement^ 

Ihe m^^nity of t^hers agre^ that the school 
Iflirary rtaff provided students guidance in reading, 
listening axtd vmwii^ this was especiany true of 
tethers in 8d»>ols with over 3(X) rtudents who 
apwd ^% to 96% rfthe time comiwrwl to teachers 
in raiaDer schools who had an agrfi^ment rate of 76% 
to 7^. Traders in elementary and junior high/ 
middle schmls with certified fibrarians had an 
Bgrrament rate of 92% to 97% while those in el- 
ementary and junior hi^i/middk whools without 
certffi^i Hbarians agreed 61% to 76% of the time. 
There was almost no di^nction am<^ teadiers at 
the secondary level with or without certHied librar- 
ians, with a 68% and 86% agreement rate respec- 
tivefy.

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When asked what Uiey used most for independent 
reading, students ranked school libraries first, fol- 
lowed by bookstore and uooksfh)m home. The public - 
library was the fourth mo^ used source for leisure 
reading. However^ it was the s^tmd most us^ 
Murce for school assignments; stuctents reported 
Uising sdiool libraries most often for school assi^- 
ments, twice as much as they reported using the 
public library for school assignmmts. 

Nearly a quarter (24%) the stadents TeiK>rted 
almost daily use of the schwl library* This percent- 
age was 33% in boUi elementary and secondary 
schools wiUi certified librarians, compared to 7% 
and 26% respectively of students at those levels of 
schools without certified librarians. 

Eighty-four percent of elementary and 73% of sec- 
ondary stud^its wiUi accoM to ^rtifi^ librarians 
reported using a card catalog to find library re- 
sources, compared to 66% and 50% respectively of 
students at those levels without access to certified 
librarians. Yet, there was no apparent different in 
junior high/middle school student use of card catalog 
in schools with and without a certified librarian. 

Students reported that they would most like to have 
more lx>oks they liked in the library when printed 
a list of ten potential library changes. Hiis list 
included having more AV, magazines, and ramputer 
services. The preference for more books they like 
occurred regardless of gender, school size, level, or 
access to certified librarian. 
Elementary students in schools witii certified librar- 
ians reported a greater likeliho<^ than stents 
without access to a librarian that they studied udng

Sixty-five 
percent of elementary principals in sdiool without 
eertifi^ librarians and 91% cf those in a school with 
a c^rtifod ISnarian expressed agreement that the 
sdHK>l library book coll^on met studmit interest 
and curriculum needs* Thirty nine percent of el- 
ementary principals without and 81% with a certi- 
fied schcK)! librarian reported confidence in their 
8dH>ols AV collecUcm. Differences also incurred at 
the s^mdary level where 50% of principals without 
and 97% principals with a certified librarian 
reported satisfaction with the library's book and 
magazine colleddon. Principal satisfaction in the 
secondary AV collection was 63% withcmt and 80% 
with a school librarian. 

Fifly-nine perc^t of surv^ed pi^incipals felt the 
school library was adequately f^ded* This repre- 
sented 45% agreement rate among elementary prin- 
cipals, 70% among junior high/middle school princi- 
pals and 71% agreement rate among senior high 
schcK)! principals.

Elementaiy schools with certified librarians aver- 
aged having catalt^ed almo^ three times as many 
recommended books as elementary schools without 
certified librarians (15.8 compared to 5.4 titles). 

Secondaiy schools with certified librarians aver- 
age! having catal<^ed over twice as many recom- 
mended titl^ as did se«>ndaTy schools without cer- 
tified librarians (15.1 compared to 6.9).

Junior 
hi^ libraries were in turn less, developed than 
senior high school librarie& 

NinetyH)ne percent i^Maine's hi^ sdiool librari^, 
60% of junior hi^i/middle school libraries, and 26% 
of elementary wHtoI librarira were headed fay a 
certified school librarian. 

Fifteen percent of Maine elementaiy schools, 2% of 
junior h^;fa/middle sdiools, and 0% of senior high 
schools had no school library. Of those that did have 
libraries 54% of elementary, 17% of junior hi^ 
middle schools and 3% of senior h^ schools were 
not op^ before or after sdiooL l%irty-two i^rcent 
of elementary, 8% of junior high/middle, and 1% 
senior high school libraries were q>en less than 20 
hours a week.

Ninetetm percent of elementaiy sdxH)! library staff 
r^rted thcgr sddom gave library skills insUiiction, 
compart to 7% at the junior high/middle school 
level and 2% at the senior hig^ level.

Key areas in whid) varying sizes of schools showed- 
mfuw differences among school libraries included 
likelihood of having a school Ubraty. Twenty-eight 
percent <^the smallest sdiook with fewer Uian 1^ 
students and 1% of the largest schools with 500 and 
over students did not have school libituries. 

Of those schools with libraries over half (57%) d 
schools with under 150 students were open fewer 
than 20 school hours week, compared to 98% of 
schools with more than 500 stodents. 

Libraries in schools witii over 500 students averaged 
almost 8 times as many imid and adult volunteer 
library staff hours as spools with fewer than 1^ 
students, approximatdy 2 1/2 times as many hours 
as schools with 150 to 299 students and about 1 1/2 
times as many as sdiools with 3(K) to 4^ stu^nts 
(an average of 78 hours for library employees and 
volunteers at the largest schools compari^ to an 
average of 10 hours at the smallest ^ools with 
under 150 students). 

Forty-seven percent of the schools with fewer Uian 
150 pupils and 9% of the sdiools with more than 600 
students noted that the person with the primary on- 



dte respon»bility for the school library served more 
than (me school. 

Sixteen percent of the schools with less than 150 
students and 83% cUhe schools with 500 and more 
stod^ts r^rted that the i^raon with the primary 
day-to-di^ on-site resinmsibility for the sdiool li- 
brary was a certified librarian. 

School library diaracteristics among sdiools of vari- 
ous me whidi did na^ appear to differ greatly in- 
cluded n(m-Btaff average expenditures per pupil 
($17.84 for the smallest school with fewer than 150 
students and $20.73 for the largest schools with 500 
and more students).

For all groupings of sdiools by size, an average of 
48% to 52% of the circulating math and astronomy 
books in randomly selected sdiools were over 20 
years old.

For the miuority of surve - questions, size of sdiool rather than geographical location appeared to be a more 
common factor among lib! aries. In general, librarira in northeastern Maine in schools witfi over 300 students 
had more in common with libraries in sdirals of comparaUe nze in southern and cratral Maine than it did 
with northeastern libraries in school? serving fewer than 300 sttidents. 

While small libraries serving schools with fewer than 300 students in the southern part of the state were more 
likely than small northeastern schools to be headed fay a certified librarian, they also were more likely to be 
headed by someone who ser^d more than <me sdiool. Forty>one percent of southern small school, 44% of 
central small school, and 32% of northeastern small school lilntmes serving fewer tiian 3(M) students were 
headed by sometme who served more than one sdiool. Hie same was true in a lew dramatic way of large 
school libraries; 12% of northeastern large sdiool, 18% of central large sdiool, and 15% of souUiem large 
school libraries were headed by someone who served more than one schTOl. 

Eighteen percent to 20% of small schools in all three geographical library districts reported having no school 
library compared to 2% to 4% of larger schools in all three areas. Fifty-four per^nt to 63% of smaller school 
libraries in all three districts were open 20 hours or more a week compared to 91% to 98% of laiger schools 
in all 3 areas. Smaller libraries in the three areas averaged a greater number of cataloged titles acquired 
per year (L3 to 1.7 per student) compared to larger sdiools which averaged .9 to 1.1 titles per student. 

Smaller school libraries serving fewer than 300 students in the 3 areas averaged 15 to 20 hours a week of 
paid staff while larger school libraries in tiie 3 areas averaged 4b to 60 hours. While the largest difference 
in staffhours was by size of school in all three areas, iu>rtheasteni schwls averaged both fewer library staff 
hours and smaller average studentbrnly sizeUian nnall southern schools, llie average small (servingfewer 
than 300 students) northeastern Maine school Hbraiy served 147 students with 15 paid staffhours a week; 
the average small central Maine library served 169 students with 19 stafThours; tiie average small southern 
library served 184 students with 20 staffhours. The average large northeastern Maine school library served 
448 students with 48 staffhours a week; the average lai^ antral Maine s€h<x>l library served 5QB students 
with 55 staffhoura a week; the average large southern library served 5 17 students with 60 staffhoura a week. 

The maioT area in which there appeared to be a difference among the three ge<%raphical areas vrsB the non- 
staff libraiy expenditures per pupil Northeastern school libraries both small and large averaged $16.20 to 
$ 16.80 per pupil from local town budgets in ^'89. Southern school libraries both large and small avera^d 
$22.33 to $22.93 per pupil. "Die central Maine school libraries were in-between these figures with an average 
of $18.12 per pupil in smaller schools and $22.15 per pupil in larger sdiools.

Of the 131 randomly selected s^ool libraries, over. 
25% reported cooperating with their Imal public 
library at least mce a year in four different wajrs: 
meeting to discuss corom<m n^ds and strengths; 
sharing resources throu^ interlflnwy loan w co- 
operative purchase; having classrooms come to visit 
the public library; utilizing special public library 
loan policies to local schools. 

Of the S4 public libraries which served the 131 
randomly sel^ted sdiool librari^ over 25% reported 
cooperating with the schools in their immunities 
(noi necessarily just with the sdiool ranctomly se- 
lected) at least once a year in 5 different ways: 
meeting to disciiss common needs and strengtlw; 
sharing resources throu^ interlibrary loan or coop- 
erative purchase; having public librarian visit sto- 
dents in school; providing special public library loan 
policies to Ic^al sdiools; having classrooms come to 
visit the public library. 

On the average, schools borrowed more materials 
through interlibrary loan than they loaned to other 
libraries. Of 639 schools surveyed the average 
school borrowed per pupil per year .04 items from 
their local pi^lic library and loaned per pupil j^r 
year 1/4 that amount (.01) to their local public 
library. These same libraries borrow^ i^r pupil per 
year .09 items from other libraries outside their 
communities and loaned per pupil per year 1/18 that 
amount (.005 items) to libraries out^de their im- 
munities. 



The average piiblic library surveyed reported coop- 
eratii^ 3.5 d^erent ways with local schools at least 
once a year. The average sdiool library surwyed 
reported cooperating 1.7 different ways with local 
pi^Uc library at least once a year. 

Seventy-ei^t percent of 126 randomly selected 
schools reiwrted that th^ provided interlibrary 
loan services to students. 

Fifty-nine percent 131 randomly selects schools 
reported that their school library was open to the 
general public. Of those school libraries which were 
open to the public, this policy was not foTinally 
written ^wn in 71% of the sdiools. However, 80% 
of these schools with libraries open to the public 
reported that some of the public did use them in the 
previous year. 

Schils with over 300 students were twice as likely 
to cooperate with their local public library as schools 
with under 300 students. 

Public libraries in larger communities reported a 
slif^tly higher rate of ^ool and public libmry 
cooperation than public libraries in communities of 
lew than 5,000. Public libraries in ^nall towns 
averaged 2.8 to 3.2 c<H>perative activities regularly 
done each year while public libraries in towns of 
5,(K)0 or more averaged 3.7 to 4.3 cooperative yearly 
activities with local sdiools.

Problem Identification and Swvev Goals 

A survey of elementary school libraries in greater Portland conducted by the League of 
Women Voters of the Portland Area in 1988 revealed per pupil school library book 
expenditures to range from $1.92 to $25.00. Area staffing patterns for elementary 
school libraries were also highly varied. At the state level, the Maine Department of 
Education and the Maine State Library recognized that there was a general lack of data 
regarding school libraries at both the local and statewide levels. 

The survey's goals was to provide data on the status of public school libraries in Maine. 
Information was sought that detailed how resources and delivery of services differed: 

- across grade level 

- across variation in size of school 

- between schools with and without a certified school library media 

specialist 

- across the state's three library districts 
liiurmr^ Survey 

The survey coordinator studied media center questiotmaires received from twenty-one 
states' education departments. Also examined were seven books and nineteen journal 
and ERIC documents. State and American library Associations' recommended stand- 
ards and guidelines were reviewed. 

Strategy and Instruments 

The survey committee was composed of eight members representing the four cospon- 
soring groups (Janice Carpenter and Jane Root from the League of Women Voters of 
Maine, Jeanne Pernice and Beth Osmer fromlhe Maine Educational Media Associa- 
tion, Richard Speer from the Maine Library Association, Dorothy Gregory from the 
Maine State Library, Walter Taranko from the Maine Department of Education, and 
Coordinator Margaret Soule). In preparing the six different questionnaires and check- 
off forms, the committee met seven times during the summer and fall of 1989 to decide 
the survey's objectives, methodology, and questions. The questionnaires went through 
eight drafts. 

Phone conversations regarding methodology were held with June Lester, Mary Jo 
Lynch and Ann Weeks from the American Library Association, Larry La Moure from 
the U.S. Department of Education Center for Education Statistics, and Dr. Libby 
Cohen from the University of Southern Maine. Dr. Horace Maxcy from the Maine 
Department of Education was consulted frequently. 
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The survey distributed in January 1990 was actually six different questionnaires and a 
check-off form for on-site visits. A mass survey was mailed to all 730 public schools 
serving grades K-12 (excluding regional vocational centers). A more in-depth study was 
done of 150 schools. 20% of Maine's pubUc schools which were randomly selected after 
all schools were stratified by size, type, library disuict, and access to media specialist. 
Each of these randomly selected schools had questionnaires for the principal, two 
randomly selected teachers, the students of these teachers if they were 4th graders or 
older, the school librarian, and the town's public librarian. One hundred and thirty- 
eight schools were visited by 143 volunteers. (Nine of the 150 randomly selected 
schools reported having no school library and were not visited.) Each volunteer had 
check-off forms to record copyright dates for math, asUonomy, and health books, to 
note school library ownership of specific book titles randomty selected from the Ameri- 
can Library Association's notable and best book lists for 1970-1988, and data on the 
diversity and availability of resources about Maine. Cover letters were sent to every 
superintendent, principal, and school librarian in the state. 



The 143 volunteers were ujcruited from the co-sponsoring organizations. Five informa- 
tional training sessions were offered across the state betore the surveys were mailed, 
and no professional or personal comments or judgments were requested from the 
volunteers. The volunteers hand delivered and picked up the surveys to principals, 
SU* dents, teachers, and librarians in the 13£ randomly selected schools. 

The foUow-up to non-responses included letters and duplicate questionnaires sent to all 
school librarians, principah, and public librarians who had not returned the survey 
form*;, Follow-up phone calls were made to volunteers and to many schools which did 
not respond to the second letter. Return rates were: 



With a response rate of 88% for the mass survey, there was no sanpling error for those 
schools which responded. Thus, excluding the 12% that did not respond, the mass 
survey results reflected Maine public school fibrary characteristics. 

With return rates ranging from 85% to 98% for the six questionnaires distributed to 150 
randomly selected schools, sampling error was approximately 8%.

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Compiling Data 

All returned surveys were skimmed by the coordinator to check for potential misinter- 
pretations of questions. Over 100 phone calls i^ere made to schools to verify responses. 
Data entry was made more difHcult with a statewide governmental hiring freeze, and 
the Maine State Library had the inputting and programming done primanly on a part- 
time, temporary basis and by fiiU-tiffle staff as their already fuD schedules allowed. 

The survey committee met five times during the winter and spring of 1990-1991 to 
design and edit the final report. It was decided that responses to the random sample 
survey distributed to teachers, students, and librarians would be analyzed by 13 rather 
than the full 23 reporting divisions since the random sample process over-sampled 
elementaiy schools with certified librarians and high schools without certified librarians 
and under-saxxq>led small elementary schools without certified librarians. This sampling 
method was done in an effort to have at least 30 sample schools in as many grouping 
divisions as possible. 

Because of the massive amount of information from the six questionnaires and volun- 
teer on-site check-off forms and because of limitations of stan and volunteer time, sta- 
tistical analysis was limited to means. Ranges and standard deviations were reported 
for only key questions to measure variability. The resulting large standard deviations 
indicated heterogeneity; schools within the same groupings had a large number of 
unlike or dissimilar elements. It appeared that a few schools were so apical that they 
wei^ted the means. Future analysis should be made using median scores and variabili- 
ty measures such as semi-interquartile ran^e. Researchers and interested individuals 
are invited to do a more thorough statistical 'analysis of the many individual survey 
questions. 

Hiere were less than thirty schools in each of four reporting divisions. These included 
secondary and junior high/middle schools without certified librarians and secondary 
schools and jr. high/middle schools with part-time certified librarians. Smaller numbers 
tend to distort averages, and results may oe subject to variability.
